BY GOVERNOR | 


Three Important Measures Coverning Employment Agencies 
Approved by Executive; C onstitutionality Put 
Up to State Judiciary 


SACRAMENTO, June 18.—Gov, 
Richardson today signed the em- 
ployment agency bills, Assembly 
Bille, Nos. 84, 85 and 86. In sign- 
ing these bills the Governor said: 
“These bills provide for the regula- 
tion of private employment 
agencies and upon these agencies 
large numbers of people depend 
for employment. Labor organiza- 
tions and commercial bodies and 
there appears to be a need for pro- 
‘tection to those seeking employ- 
ment. No opposition has been ex- 
pressed against Nos. 84 and 45, 
but a large number of persons 
have objected to No. 86. This bill 
fixes the minimum amount that 
may be charged for securing post- 
tions at 10 per cent of the frst 
month's salary when it is a clerical 
position and 7 per cent when it 
involves manual labor. The op- 
ponents of the bill are confined to 
clerical employment agencies and 
teachers’ employment agencies, 
who claim that it is unconstitu- 
tional. 


rs UP TO COURTS 

“Twenty years ago the Supreme 
Court of this State in the Dickey 
case declared a statute similar to 
this one unconstitutional on th 
ground that it was not a proper 
exercise of the public power. Since 
that time the constitution 
been amended and the authority of 
the Legislature broadened. The 
Attorney-General advises me that 
the question is a doubtful one and 
he cannot say the bill ts uncon- 
stitutional.

Gov. Richardson also signed sev- 
eral appropriation bills, the most 
important being Assembly Bill No.

zona. The referendum was in- 
voked on only one measure, a bill 
that would elect the individual 
who might receive a majority of 
the votes cast for his office at a 
primary election.

The idea that distilled water is 
dangerous has no scientific founda- 
tion, The table salt which we use 
but should be careful not to use 
in excese—-and the mineral gaits in 
our foods will more than make up 
tor he inorganic materials that 
heve n taken from the water 
by illation. 

It was thought for a while that 
drinking water with meals delayed 
digestion, but we know now that 
that is not true. In fact, some- 
‘times it assists digestion. The chief 
thing to avoid water water and 
other liquids at meal time is using 
them to wash down the food that 
has not been thozoughly masticat- 
ed. We must teach our children 
(and ourselves) not to drink while 
there is food in the mouth. 

Children should be given water 
freely and regularly between 
meals, especially during the hot 
weather. Ice water and other iced 
drinks in large amounts and taken 
rapidly may cause severe intesti- 
nal disturbance, both in children 
and adults. Freezing does not al- 
Ways kill disease germs. so ice 
from impure sources also must 
be under suspicion. 

No rule can be laid down as to 
the exact amount of water that 
should be taken, because the need 
for water will be modified by the 
amount of other fluids that are 
taken (milk, soup, fruit juices and 
so on.) and by the concentration 
and amounts of foods taken; the 
age, size and exercise of the per- 
eon, and the season of the year. 

Salty foods and sweets cause @& 
retention of water in the system, 
do more water must be supplied to 
keep the tissue fuids and blood in 
their norma! concentration. That is 
why we are thirsty when we eat 
these foods. Nature causes each 
cell to cry out for more water to 
keep it normal. The normal thirst 
is a good indication of the amount 
of water needed. However, we can 
get into the habit of taking too 
Uttie, there is no doubt of that. 

It ie due to different degrees of 
water retention that our weight 
Varies one or two pounds from 
to day. Of course, if we habitually 
overeat (some of us) our weight
